It  has  always  sesnied  to  me  that  if 
preachers  ami  lecturers  ami  writers 
wouhl  have  more  to  say  concerning 
.«  mitl  euiovineut  of  the 

present  hour,  there  might  be  less  liaste 
auti  less  waste  of  precious  time  ami 
more  precious  health.  The  house¬ 
keeper  sweeps  ami  dusts  ami  scrubs 
today  that  she  may  be  clean  to¬ 
morrow.  To-morrow  she  bakes  and 
roasts  that  there  may  lie  somethin* 
good  to  eat  the  next  day.  The  next 
day  brings  its  duties,  ami  instead  of 
getting  any  comfort  from  her  hard 
work,  she  tiuds  herself  too  exhausted  wax 
and  generally  too  “blue” — both  of 
which  conditions  are  the  direct 
result  of  over  work— to  enjoy  any 
ihing.  Now,  if  the  average  house¬ 
keeper  is  going  to  wait  for  her  pleasure 
<>r  her  recreation  until  she  gets  all 
1  „-r  sewing  done  and  all  her  work 
"done  up,”  she  will  uever  have  any  in' 
t bin  world,  and  to  tell  the  truth,  I  am 
very-  doubtful  about  any  in  the  other. 

Such  habits  are  hard  to  break.  Three- 
quarters  of  the  walking  hours  of  the 
majority  of  our  housekeepers  are  sjient 
m  lalxir  of  one  kind  or  another,  and  if 
.  .ue  works  only  to  get  through,  life 
resolves  itself  into  a  wearing  and 
wieked  round  of  drudgery.  If  a  wo¬ 
man  is  so  situated  as  to  be  obliged  to 
make  bread  and  pies  for  her  family, 
why  not  accept  the  position  gracefully 
and  teach  herself  to  take  some  com¬ 
fort  in  these  processes  ?  To  make  a 
toothsome  and  digestible  pie  is  as 
much  a  work  of  art  as  to  paint  a 
picture.  The  trouble  is  uot  with  the 
pies,  nor  so  much  with  the  disposition 
of  the  pie  maker  towards  the  pies. 

It  is  with  the  amount  of  work  which 
the  -  housekeeper  elects  to  push 
through.  Tfiiis,  in  nine  cases  out  cf 
ten,  is  beyond  the  strength  of  the 
strongest,  and  ju  seven  cases  out  of 
ten,  could  be  lightened,  I  believe,  by 
the  applicatiom^of  a  little  common- 
sense.  For  instance,  to  turn  a  house 
iqisidedown  even-  Friday,  liecause 
Friday  is  sweeping  day,  is  in  many 
instaliees  the  height  of  folly.  A  little 
brushing  up,  with  a  careful  dusting, 
will  oftep  answer  the  whole  purpose, 
with  a  sixteenth  part  of  the  work. 

•lust  here  many  weary  housekeepers 
will  doubtless  exclaim— 

“Oh,  but  I  don't  feel  clean  when  tie 
regular  sweeping  is  not  done.”  I 
havn't  much  patience  with  these 
drudges.  With  such,  there  is  nothing 
to  eat  iu  the  house  unless  there  is 
fresh  bread  and  pies,  and  jelly  cake 
and  fruit  cake,  ami  so  on  ml  infinitum 
and  literally  ml mimnum.  I  believe  a 
woman  of  ordinary  capacity  can  train 
herself  to  enjoy  doing  a  respectable 
amount  of  work.  But  no  woman  can 
•ujoy  uniutermit tent,  drudgery.  The 
cry  goes  up  from  women  all  over  the 
land  that  they  have  no  time  to  read. 

Well,  now,  I  would  make  time  by 
Hweepiug  once  in  two  or  three  weeks, 
and  by  cooking  the  simplest  ami  con¬ 
sequently  the  l»est  thiog^s  for  mv 
family,  and  I  would  save  money 


To  my  friends  who  have  asked 
about  cures  for  deafuess,  and  the 
merits  of  the  different  mechanical 
inventions  now  before'  the  public,  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  I  have  not  yet 
fjjuml  anything  to;  till  the  bill.  Hie 
very  old  fashioned  and  most  hideous 
—  *'-»»nnet  mnv  have  been  , 
improved  upon,  but- 1  have  yet  to  see 
-the  machine  that  can  do  it.  I  do  not 
know  that  any  of  these  ancient  horns 
are  now  manufacture*!.  A  popular 
ear  specialist  told  me  the  other  day 
that  many  cases  of  deafness  are  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  habit  of  picking  the  ear 
with  a  pin,  and  the  dift'ereut  quack 
remedies  for  removing  the  hardened 
The  ear  is  as  delicate  in  its 
mechanism  as  the  eye,  and  should  not 
be  ignorantly  treated.
